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Methuselah Pioneers New College Plan 


An experiment will be laun- 
ched at the University of Ca- 
lifornia in Santa Cruz this 
summer that will be ahead of 
its time -- but only just 
ahead. Educators have been 
talking for years about the 
possible effects of the great 
changes that are imminent in 
adult life. What will happen 
as leisure time continues to 
increase? What will union 
members do with three-month 
holidays? How will people be 
able to keep up with advances 
in knowledge and understand- 
ing? What about the increas- 
ing tendency to change careers 
in middle age? One thing that 
is sure to happen more and 
more is that adults will go 
(or go back) to college. But 
there is a snag, because most 
colleges and universities con- 
centrate on teaching adoles- 
cents. When they teach’adults 
at all it is usually through 
part-time courses in the ev- 
enings. There is little oppor- 
tunity for full-time concen- 
trated university study for 
adults. That is where *“Me- 
thuselah College” comes in. 

“Methuselah” is just anick-

The progress of the Garden Project, although 
slow and often lacking enough support, is 
nevertheless encouraging. The series of 
Inaugural Lectures and the many speakers 
and discussions on current topics that were 
held throughout the year were all very good 
and most were well attended. 


But when one probes beneath the apparent 
activities and looks at the daily life of the 
colleges, the picture is not quite so bright. 
Student government or the lack thereof is 
one of the obvious problems, Sympathizers 
of the New Left have ranted against govern- 
ment and at Stevenson have succeeded in 
blocking any meaningful action. But Cowell 
does seem to be running smoothly and per- 
haps the problem only takes more time than 
seems reasonable. The lack of coordina- 
tion on the budget crisis, the absence of a 
movement in support of the California 


r Editor, 


Federation of Students on campus, and the 
general confusion over any activity larger 
than the college all indicate the urgent need 
for a campus government -- a task we have 
put off until next year. 


More discouraging is the failure of the 
preceptors to take a meaningful part in the 
students’ collegiate life. In most cases it 
seems as if the preceptors are little more 
than a sop to those who would insist on 
adult supervision of students. For most 
students they have been neither guides nor 
examples. They are simply the people to 
avoid -- and who try to avoid you -- when 
you’ve got a girl in your room or are drink- 
ing or smoking pot. It is obvious that the 
role of the preceptor was never well de- 
fined; it is unfortunate that no one has really 
tried to fit his own definition to the job. 


Despite the many cultural activities on 
campus, it seems difficult to establish so- 
cial relationships. The Social Inadequacy 
debate, which degenerated into a tirade 
against intervisitation, pointed to the problem 
but no one has pointed to asolution. Perhaps 
it is because of the lack of cars or the fact 
that Santa Cruz is a dead town; perhaps it is 
due to the lack of an established upper class 
to guide the freshmen through the vagaries 
of intra-personal relationships in college, 
or maybe it is because people are just afraid 
of each other and no one has shown them that 
we don’t have to be. 


Intervisitation has remained a thorn in 
the students’ side. Students have been too 
preoccupied with it, the administration has 
been too stubborn about it. But at last some- 
thing productive has come out of intervisita- 
tion. This week students were allowed to 
sit in on a Faculty Senate meeting for the 
first time. They went in only to hear the 
discussion on intervisitation and then left, 
but it was a start. Perhaps some day we 
may be able to follow Irvine’s lead in forg- 
ing a closer community by having students 
on faculty committees. But that too will 
have to wait. 


There is much that is left to do. Perhaps 
with 2000 students and three college admini- 
strations we will make better progress.

No doubt most seniors, upon 
leaving their alma mater, feel 
constrained to write some- 
thing about their college “ex- 
perience.” The time-honored 
form is something on the or- 
der of, “I liked (loved, enjoy- 
ed, etc.) my life at Finster 
College because ....” 


But we are going to resist 
this temptation. Instead of 
talking about the manifold joys 
of our college experience, we 
intend to fire some parting 
shots at one of our most hal- 
lowed campus institutions -- 
the Tutorial Project. 


We do this as critical friends. 
For in our view, the Tutorial 
Project has within it many 
more possibilities than have 
been realized. Resources re- 
main untapped; potential re- 
mains unexploited. Our reas- 
ons for suggesting .this are 
as follows: 


Our charity? 


Our main objection has to do 
with the attitudes that are evi- 
dent at several levels of or- 
ganization. First, in the up- 
per reaches of Tutorial Pro- 
ject organization -- that is, in 
the University administration 
-- we find a pervasive pa- 
ternalistic attitude for “Our 
Charity.” This is evident in 
everything from Chancellorial 
pronouncements to the petti- 
est press releases. “After 
all,” it is reasoned, “why not 
boost the Image by showing 
how awfully charitable we 
are?® 


The message -- most badly’ 
stated in -a Cal Club report to 
the Regents -- is of course 
this; At Santa Cruz the stu- 
dents are constructive, unlike 
the baddies at Berkeley. Stu- 
dents at Santa Cruz don’t want

rael. Now 17, he has moved 
to Eilat, the Israeli port now 
blockaded by the Egyptians.

Our sister (Los Angeles and 
Eilat are ‘sister cities’) 
seems to have emerged better 
for its experiences; and Eilat

This attitude is comforting 
to Regents and administrators 
alike. It boosts their image 
even while salving their social 
consciences.

How do 
they feel; even more impor- 
tant, how do they perform? 


Attitudes and performances 
are tightly bound together. 
Thus, we argue, tutors who 
embrace a pat-on-the-head- 
pinch-on-the bottom paternal- ' 
ism will be quite charitable -- 
and quite ineffective. Ef- 
fective tutoring and charity 
are indeed incompatible. In 
this regard the Tutorial Pro-. 
ject more appropriately rep- 
resents what Le Roi Jones 
calls “liberal tokenism®, a 

~program of mere appeasement 
rather than a project providing , 
remedial tutoring assistance. 
For it seems apparent to us 
that very little tutoring actual- 
ly transpires on Saturday 
mornings. 


On the other hand, is the 
‘Tutorial Project addressing 
itself to the “culturally de- 
prived®”, as is it intention? 
Aren’t there just too many 
well-fed white middle class 
children with what seems to 
be mild psychological hang- 
ups? It occurs to us that the 
Tutorial Project admission 
policy follows all too closely 
the one implemented by the 
University. For it almost 
seems as if the same admis- 
sions committee which selects 
UCSC students also selects 
children for the Tutorial Pro- 
ject. 


And finally, we think that the 
Spring Thing was rather likea 
charitable church social. 
However well-meaning and 
well-intentioned its concep- 
tion, the whole operation 
smacked of social do- 
goodism., 


These random considerations 
could be multiplied and ampli- 
fied, but brevity confines us 
here. conclusion, we sug- 
gest thatithe Tutorial Project 
should ess self-congratu- 
latory and more self-critical. 
For only then can it rise ab- 
ove charity.

Vietnam Summer 


The hot, sweaty summer is | 


coming on and things are so 
‘fad and there’s going to be 
race riots probably and draft 
- boards are going toreclassify 
éveryone 1A and the Arabs 
are going at it and the Pre- 
sident of the Unied States 
appears to be getting crazier 
and crazier as time passes 
and Ronald Reagans are get- 
ting elected and the Vietnam 
war and people are dying and 
people are being murdered 
and things are just so bad. And 
what can any one man do ab- 
out it? And we’re all help - 
less. And I’1l just get a good 
' job this summer and make 
some money and go to the 
beach and have fun, because 
1 couldn’t really do anything 
anyway.

It’s so easy to fall into the 
trap of thinking that way. But 
not this summer. We can’t 
afford to do it this summer -- 
it’s too important. So what can 
we do? 


A couple of Harvard profes- 
sors asked that question right 
after the April 15 Mobilization 
for Peace in Vietnam. They 
decided a march doesn’t do 
enough. More must be done. 
As the war escalates, opposi- 
tion to it must escalate, These 
professors came up with a 
plan----- Vietnam Summer. 
And that’s what we can do. 


Vietnam Summer is a very 
loose organization created for 
the sole purpose of doubling 
-the opposition to the war in 
Vietnam this summer. The 
tway it works is this; the cen- 
tral headquarters in Cam- 
bridge has about $300,000. 
However, the idea is to avoid 
a big impersonal, inefficient 
‘ bureaucracy. So instead of 
having the Vietnam Summer 
headquarters dictate what is 
to be done to alert people ab- 
out the immorality and dan- 
ger of the Vietnam war, it 
is us -- you and me -- who 
dictate it. 


We work in our own com- 
munity, which we know much 
better than anyone in Cam- 
bridge. We make a plan as 
_ to which way would be best to 
* inform people and win them 
over. If our community is 
conservative, we might get a 
petition up to have our Con- 
gressman debate the issue in 
| our district. If our commu- 
nity is liberal, we might call 
for a boycott of companies in- 
‘volved in war productions. 


The point is that there is 
no one way to create opposi- 
tion to the war. Each project 
will be tailored to the local 
are. Some will take the ap- 
proach of campaigning for 
Martin Luther King as the 
peace candidate for President 
in 1968. Some will take the 
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form of a campaign for a peace 
candidate for Congress. Some 
will take the form of draft 
information centers. Almost 
all will involve knocking on 
doors and talking to your 
neighbors. What ties them all 
together is the fact that they 
are all against the war and 
are creating opposition to it 
in their own ways. 
& 

After you make your local 
plan, you write to the head- 
quarters in Cambridge and ask 
for money to fund it. If head- 
quarters thinks it will be a 
good plan and reach people 
who haven’t been reached be- 
fore, they’ll give you money. 
If not, then you go ahead and 
do it with whatever money you 
have or can raise. 


Vietnam Summer shoud ap- 
peal to everyone --- from the 
most conservative to the most 
radical --- who thinks the Vi- 
etnam atrocities must be halt- 
ed. It has the spirit ahd drive 
that was part of the Mississi- 
ppi Summer of 19354. It has 
an idea which enables people 
to work at home in relative 
safety as compared with Mis- 
sissippi. It doesn’t take much 
courage. It takes bodies and 
minds and hearts -- you and 
me. You can do only what you 
can do -- no more, but hope- 
fully, no less.

Of course, as in all col- 
lege activities, writing a re- 
view is a great responsibility.

Santa Cruz Gets 
3 Alumni Groups 


The constitutions for three 
alumni associations are being 
submitted for approval to the 
senior class today. Prepared 
by a committee designated by 
the senior class at its meeting 
in April, there is a constitu- 
tion for each college alumni 
group and one for a Univer- 
sity alumni association. 


The purposes of the college 
alumni groups are to provide 
a source of funds for needy 
undergraduates, to review 
college programs to see that 
they aid the attainment of an 
academic residential college, 
and to foster communications 
between the alumni and the 
colleges. The purpose of the 
University alumni association 
is similar except that it ap- 
plies to the campus as a whole, 
rather than to one college; 
it will in addition try to pro- 
mote the interests of the Uni- 
versity in the community. 


All three alumni associa- 
tions will be administered by 
councils chosen in different 
manners. The Cowell Asso- 
ciation will be organized like 
a cooperative, Currently en- 
rolled students and faculty as 
well as alumni may buy 
shares. The Stevenson or- 
ganization will be somewhat 
more conventional and will be 
limited to people who no long- 
er attend Santa Cruz. The 
cost of the college asso- 
cliations is the same for the 
first year; both are $5 for the
